CHANNING AND 
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LUCAS. 
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Washington Avenue Car Dashes Into a Wagon 
Loaded With Children and All Are 
Thrown Out. 
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ONE DYING, ANOTHER PERHAPS FATALLY 
WOUNDED AND STILL OTHERS INJURED. 
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Cause of the Accident Not Definitely Known—Victims 
Who Were Strewn Along the Track Taken 
to May’s ‘Drug Store.

ARTHUR LARIMORE, driver of the wagon. 
CLARA ENGLER, 500 North Channing.

THREE CHILDREN of James T. McCabe, 3323 
Locust. 


A street car ran into a wagon loaded 
with school children at Channing and Lu- 
cas avenues at 11:3) o'clock Friday morne 
ing and upset the wagon, strewing the 
little ones on the track in its path. 

One child was frightfully mangled by the 
trolley car before it could be 
She was fatally injured. 

Another child was crushed about the 
head and may die, and no one escaped 
painful injury. Six were injured, 

The statements of witnesses differ as to 
the cause of the accident. By some it is 
attributed to carelessness on the part of 
the motorman. 
of the driver was responeiblie. 

The crew of the street car proceeded 
downtown with the car so soon aé the in- 
jured had been picked up. 

‘The wagon was the property of Charlies 
J. Engler, a ‘grocer, at 500 North Channing 
avenue. It was driven by Arthur Larimore, 
@ lad of 15, who drives the wagon regularly. 

Following instructions the bay took the 
wagon and called at the Crow School to 
take homé the childten of his employer 
and those of James T. McCabe ef 3323 
Locust street, 

-Larimore arrived at the echool with the 
wagon just when the children* were being 
dismiseed for the noon recess. The follow- 
ing children climbed into the wagon: 

Clara Engler, aged 12 years. 

Elsie Pngier, aged 14 years, 
daughters of Mr. McCabe.

school is situated on Channing avenue. The 
wagon was covered. Two of the passen- 
gers sat on the seat with young Larimore 
and the others sat on boxes in the bed of 
the wagon. There were six of them in the 
wagon, none older than 16 years and all 
light hearted and jolly. 

The horse trotted down Channing avenue 
and the children chatted and laughed, 

The intersection of Channing and Lucas 
avenues is a populous corner, There is a 
drug store on one corner, a grocery On an- 
ether, a doctor's office on the third corner 
and the fourth is occupied by a church, 
There are invariably a number of persons 
at the corner. There were a dozen or more 
when the wagon laden with school children 
approached. A Delmar car was nearing 
from the west. The car was running rapid- 
ly, as the cars on that line generally do 
at that point, because of the grade. 


Nearer and nearer the wagon approached 
the tracks; faster and faster came the car 
to meet it. Whether the boy driver heard 
@ bell or no, and regardless of conflicting 
statements about the ringing of a bell, the 
Wagon proceeded and the car proceeded. 
Pedestrians and passengers saw the col- 
lision was inevitable; the motorman saw it 
and made frantic efforts with the brake 
and reverse lever; on-lookers screamed and 
turned their heads. 

The monstrous trolley car crashed into 
the frail wagon and tossed it in kindling 
into the gutter. 

The children were hurled into the street; 
some fell in the path of the car, which 
slipped and ground along the track, obey- 
ing, too late, the brakes. 


Clara Bngler carried under the 
fender and almost under the wheels. She 
Was unconscious, and thought to be dead 
when taken out. 

Others of the children were tossed aside 
by the fender. Larimore, the only boy in 
the party, was thrown high and fell clear 
of the car, He apparently alighied gp his 
head. His skull was fractured and next 
to Clara Engler, he was most seriously in- 
jured. The others were cut and bruised. 
The nature of the accident made it im- 
possible to determine the exact extent of 
the hurts, because it seemed certain that 
all Were injured internally.

Scott Skirlock, a negro, who lives at 2930 
Olive street and does job work, saw the 
entire accident. Of it, he says: 

“I was near when the boy took the little 
girls in the wagon. He was not far from 
the corner of Channing and Lucas, and 
they had been to school. He drives for 
Engler, and he told the children to get in 
and he would take them home. They did, 
and he started south on Channing. Just 
as he got to Lucas, a car came. going 
west. lt was going very fast, and I'll swear 
there was no sound of a gong. All you 
knew there was a car coming was the 
sound of the trolley scraping along the 
wire. 

“The boy’s horse had just started on the 
track, when the car was a:imost on him, 
and it was going like the wind. He pulled 
on the lines, to turn the horse, s.arting 
west on Lucas, and if he had had another 
inch he could have made it. But the car 
struck his left front wheel and threw all 
of those in the wagon out. Three of the 
little girls were able to get up, and they 
did. The fourth was thrown uader the 
car and the front truck passed over her. 
They had to back the car to get her out. 

“The boy was thrown alongside the car, 
and the car dragged him under the wag- 
on. TI ran up and with some other men 
helped him out. Two men got off the car, 
and one of them took the littie gtrl to the 
doctor’s. And I took the boy there. 

“The car was going very fast, and the 
gong was not sounded. If it had been the 


boy could have got out in time. 
he littl McCabe girls are daughters of 


J. T. McCabe, a blacksmith of 3323 Locust 
street. They are mere children, and were 
too badly frightened to give an account 
of the accident. They confirmed, so far as 
they could, the negro’s assertion, as did all 
those in the neighborhood, that the car 
was approaching very rapidly and. with- 
out sounding a warning. Neither McCabe 
girl is more than bruised. Their names 
are Annie and Mamie. 

The boy who was driving the wagon is 
sericusly injured, and Whe doctors have 
doubts of nis recovery. His head is almost 
skinned, and it is feare] that his skull is 
fractured. Besides, he is bruised almost all 
over the body He was not unconscious, 
but was unabtp to talk, as his entire head 
was swathed in bandages, as well as most 
of the resi of him. 

Little Clara Engler was a pitiful sight as 
she lay on the table in Dr. B. W. Clarke's 
office, near the corner where the accident 
happened, Both her legs were wrapped in 
bandages, and her head was in the same 
condition. ‘Phe doctors said they thought 
no bones were broken, but. that she was 
very badly hurt. When she was lifted out 
from under the car she was placed on the 
steps of a church, but it was seen that she 
was in a serious condition, so she was car- 
ried by a passenger on the car to the doc- 
tor’s office. Half a dozen surgeons were 
at work on the two children. 

The first news of the accident to reach 
the Engler home was taken there by Elsie, 
the younger of the sisters, who was badly 
bruised, but not hurt otherwise. She ran 
screaming home, calling to her mother that 
her sister was killed. The father and moth- 
er went to the corner at their best speed, 
but Mr. Engler would not let his wife see 
their daughter till her wounds were dressed. 
He was so wrought up over the occurrance 
that he could hardly talk. 

The accident happened at 11:30 o'clock. 
The motorman and conductor only stopped 
the car long enough to obtam the names of 
some witnesses, and then they went on 
west the end of the line. One hour 
after the accident two policemen strolied 
leisurely around the corner and began to 
ask questions about what had happened. 

The accident caused the greatest indigna- 
tion in the neighborhood. Men walked 
up and down the street cursing the railroad 
company, and declaring that the cars were 
run there regardless of life or limb. They 
Said that the company was making up for 
the loss of time on the downtown loops DY 
running at railroad speed through the 
Streets but little farther out, and that neg- 
ligence was directly responsible for the oc- 
currence of the morning. The hurried 
leave-taking of the crew of the car, they 
declared, was to prevent any one ascertain- 
ing who they were, and they could not find 
things bad enough to say about the line 
and the railway company.

The visit of Willlam A. 
Four Courts Thursday afternoon to see 
his friend, John N. Weaver, one of the 
newly-appointed patrolmen, brought to light 
some irregularities in the appointment of 
the new policemen. 

Under the new law a man eligible to ap- 
pointment on the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Police Force must have been a resident of 
St. Louls for at least one year. 

Mr. Pritchett lives in New London, Mo. 
Patrolman Weaver formerly lived in the 
same town and was at one time village 
marisaal there. He has a brother aetill 
living there. Pritchett and Weaver's broth- 
er are warm friends. This brother asked 
Mr. Pritchett to go to the Four Courts 
and see how Patrolman Weaver liked his 


new 1i0b. Pritchett volunteered the informa- 
tion that Weaver came to St. Louis only 
two months ago and was fortunate in ob- 
taining employment so soon. 

Investigation revealed that Weaver's ap- 
plication for a position was indorsed by 
Gov. Lon V. Stephens and F. C. Seibert. 
Harry B. Hawes, president of the Pclice 
Board, indorsel the application. 

On his upplication Mr. Weaver stated that 
he was born in 1862. He is married and haa 
two children. He gives his residence at the 
Purlington Hotel, The Burlington Hotel 
goes not appear in the 1899 city directory. In 
the application tne querry, ‘“‘How long have 
you resided in the city?’ Is left blank. Tho 
application states that Weaver was once 
employed as a guard at the Missouri State 
Prison and was also Marshal of New Lon- 
con. 

An effort was made to find what beat Pa- 
trolman Weaver walked, but in vain. 

The chief's office furnished information 
to the effect. that Weaver had been as- 
signed to the Central District. A reporter 
Visited Capt. Reynolds’ office, but was in- 
formed that Weaver was not on the list 
and it waa stated that he might have been 
transferred. Several persons around head- 
quarters said they Knew. Weaver by sigh’, 
but none knew him before his appeintment. 


SKELETON MAY FACE JESTER 


Bones Long Hidden Are Found Near 
the Spot Where Gates Is Thought 
to Have Been Murdered. 


PARIS, Mo., Sept. 8—Tom Gritton, a 
rock hauler at work on Allen Creek, near 
the spot where Alexander Jester and Gil- 


bert Gates were encamped the night before 
the young man disappeared, yesterday dis- 
covered a skeleton that had lain for years 
under a large stone. The bones will be 
carefully removed by the authorities and 
preserved as possible evidence in the trial 
of Jester in Audrain County, which is set 
for Sept. 18. The prosecution in the case 
will be assisted by W. 8S. Foster, one of 
the attorneys who secured the conviction 
of Luetgert, the Chicago wife murderer.

END OF THE EXTREME HEAT. 


Thunderstorms Encircled St. Louis, but 
Not a Drop of Rain Fell Until 
Friday Morning. 


Relief from the inferne-like heat of the 
last week came Thursday night, and Dr. 
Hyatt promises that stil cooler weather 
will come Friday night. He says the 
backbone of the summer was broken, and 
adds jocularly that the cracking of the red- 
hot vertebra could be heard in the thunder 
peals that rolled over St. Louis Thursday 


evening. 

Friday morning at 7 o’clock the tempera- 
ture was 74, a drop of 8 degrees from the 
same time Thursday morning. This drop 
may not seem much, but Dr. Hyatt remarks 
that 8 degrees means a great deal during 
such weather as we have been having. It 
means, according to his prediction, that 
the thermomnetric maximum Friday will be 
90, and he is inclined to believe that it will 
be even lower than that. 

The cool wave was caused by the en- 
croachment of the high area over the Cen- 
tral West upon the low in the Southwest. 

“The high simply squeezed the life and 
the water, too, out of that low,” said the 
doctor. 

Friday morning the weather map had 
changed radically. Two very energetic 
highs hung over the upper Rocky Mountain 
region and over the Upper Mississippi. They 
were so close together as to be almost iden- 
tical. A small iow hung ever West Texas, 
and another made trouble for New Eng- 
landers. St. Levis is just south of thie 
southern boundary of both the highs, and 
they are advancing in this direction, from 
which Dr. Hyatt draws his prediction that 
Saturday will be cooler. He expects show- 
ers Friday night. 

St. Louis got practically none of tlre rain. 
It was a dry center to a thunder and rain- 
storm area that cireled all around it. As 
rear as Keokuk, lo., rain fell to a depth of 
2.98 inches. At Springfield, lll., and at In- 
dianapolis the preciiptation was 1 inch. 

But, although St. Louis got none of the 
rain, it enjoyed the benefit of that which 
fell at other places. The heavy thunder 
and lightning seemed to clear the _ at- 
mosphere, and the cool breezes which blew, 
now from the southwest, then west, north 
and northeast caused the mercury to tum. 
ble at an astonishing rate, and gave St. 
ne their first Dréath of real air ina 
week. ' 

The coming of the cool wave was halled 
with delight. Despairing sufferers, particu- 
larly in the downtown section, where life 
has not been worth While during the hot 
period, hastened out Of doors and enjoyed 
to the full the refreshing wind. 

And for the first time in more than a 
week nobody dreaded the necessity of going 
to bed. Windows we left open and sleep 
was not ye | possibles but it was comfort- 
able and refreshing, ¢ 

The barometer was fermal Friday morn— 
ing and on the rise. The minimum tem- 
pSerue was 72 at 6:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ng. 

‘*‘To-morrow.”” said Dr. Hyatt. “will cer- 
tainly be fair and cooler, but I expect 
showers this afternoon and evening. The 
backbone of summer is broken, and from 
= Anda we may expect normal September 
weather.”

Brutal Method of Handling 
Alleged Insane Persons. _ 


THERE IS VIOLENCE CHARGED. 


CITY HOSPITAL NURSES Nor AL- 
WAYS CAREFUL. 


Attorney -Robbins Calls Attention to 
the Testimony Given at the! Trial 
by Miss Barret and 
Others. 


In a communication to the Post-Dispatch 
Mr. Alexander ‘H. Robbins commends the 
publicity which this newspaper has siven 
to the case of his client, Miss Llizabeth 
Barret, and he also brings out levidence 
which shows brutal methods to be lin vogue 
during the treatment by city officials of 
persons supposed to be insane. Mr. Rob- 
bins’ clear-cut, forceful letter is as fol- 
lows: 

‘The report of the trial of Miss Lizzie L. 
Barret for insanity in yesterday’s issue of 
the Post-Dispatch was most accurate and 
opportune, especially in calling attention 
to the fact brought out at the trial that 
any person, under the city ordinance giving 
authority to the Board of Health to com- 
mit persons alleged to be insane to the In- 
sane Asylum, may be deprived of liberty 
without a trial or other due process of law 
guaranteed by the constitution and statutes 
of the State. 

“There was, however, another fact 
brought out by the testimony in regard to 
the treatment accorded Miss Barret which 
serves to make more evident the startling 
injustice and illegality of such commit- 
ments. 

‘*‘Miss Barret stated that after being de- 
tained by Capt. Young one hour in the 
Third District Police Station, she was 
thrown into an ambulance and taken to 
the City Hospital. On arrival there he in- 
sisted upon being released and taken home 
and tola the gentlemen in charge. that if 
they believed her to be insane they could 
bring proceedings in the regular way. But 
the guards refused to listen to her prvotests 
and, she resisting, they took her by the 
neck anil threw her into a cell of the ob- 
tervation ward. 

“A few minutes later, according to Mis 
Barrett's story, a nurse came into the cel 
and ordered her to undress herself for ex- 
amination, which she, a lady of refinement 
and delicacy, refused to do. ‘Then the afore- 
said nurse immediately proceeded t@ do “J 
force what she was unable to acconiplis 
by argument. Cailing to her assistance 
two patients of the observation ward—two 
women who had been picked up from the 
streets a few nights before In a state of in- 
toxication—she caught Misa Barret by the 
throat, threw her on a and jumped 
upon her, then,. while her {wo assistants 
successfully kept down whatever faint re- 
sistance Miss Barret may have made, she 
undertook to strip her of all her clothing, 
in the heat of the encounter waging to 
pence a valuable silk waist worn by Miss 

arret. ; 


“Finding further resistance useless Miss 
Barret submitted and after five days at 
the City mi no was sent to the Insana 
Asylum and there confined for three weeks 
in a ward with 60 insane patients. 

“My only comment on this is that when a 
city ordinance permits a gane woman lik» 
Miss Barret to be torn from her home, be 
submitted to such indignities as Miss Bar- 
ret “states she suffered, and which were 
fully corroborated by the admissions of 
the nurse on the witness stand, and then 
to be confined for several weeks in daily 
contact with the patients of a public insane 
asylum, we have evidence of an abuse of 

ersonal ‘'iberty to which we “"¥ in vain 
or a parallel.’

RBPNNBS, France, Sept. 8.—The tide of 
opinion has changed its course, To-day it 
flows strongly in the prisoner's favor. 

Not one adherent of Dreyfus now be- 
lieves that ‘he will be condemned. If not 
clearly vindicated, they say, he will at least 
be set at liberty. As stated in my cable 
yesterday it is held that President Loubet 
and the ministry desire that Dreyfus be 


liberated, and it fs understood that this 
pressure will influence the court sufficient- 
ly at least to render a verdict in accord- 
ance with the evidence, which is unden!- 
ably all on the side of acquittal, The above 
is one of the reasons for belief that, Drey- 
fus will not be condemned.

MEAT AND COAL ADVANCED. 


Perceptible Increase in the Price of 
Certain Groceries Indicates the 
frend of Things. 


Living is costlier to. St. Loutsans now 
than it was a year ago, and dea.ers say 
the increase will be greater in: the winter. 
The most pronounced rise in prices is on 
the chief necessities, coal and meat. A 
comparative table showing the prices of 
meat last year and this, as reported by 
M. J. Foérstel, the Union Market meat 
dealer, show that the increase is from 10 
to 20 per cent on the various Kinds of 
meat. The Big Four or packers’ combine 
is responsible tor this, 
As to coal, Mr. Edward Devoy's figures 
show that the increase on hard coal is W 
cents on the ton, and on coke 25 cents a 
ton. The syndicate which controls the an- 
4hracite coal fieids of Pennsylvania is re- 
sponsibie for this. The output of an- 
hracite coal is 46,000,000 tons annually. The 
syndicate contro.s 40,000,000. The increase 
of 50 cents on each ton means a profit of 
$2),000,0.0 on the output for the.year to the 
syndicate, 
Mr. J. F. Conrad reports that many of 
» staple groceries are higher this year 
they were last. The list of those 


articles which show an increase includes 
tea, canned fruits, pineapples, canned fish, 
canned meat, olives, bacon, ham, lard and 
spices. It is true that the increase is not 
great on this class of food supplies, but it 
is enough to be felt by the consumer.

Maj. William Lewis Marshall, Government engineer at Chi- 
cago, is not in favor of the connection of the Chicago River 
with the Drainage Canal except under Government control, 
because he fears the effect on the lake level and on the navi- 
gation of the river. 

But. Maj. Marshall has not a word to say against the scheme 
on account of any ill effects it may have on the health of the 
communities whose drinking water will be polluted by an 
enormous additional mass of sewage from Chicago. This is 
strange, in view of the fact that Maj. Marshall has suffered 


in his own family from the effects of sewage-contaminated | 


water. He says: 
Individually I have to say that I am in entire sympathy 


with this people in their effort to purify their water sup- 
ply. I have lost my only son from typhoid fever, produced, 
I belleve, from drinking water polluted by defective drain- 
age at Chicago, which this channel will correct. 

If it were impossible for Chicago to save itself from typhoid 
and kindred diseases except through the opening of thé Drain- 
age Canal, the communities threatened with suffering through 
Chicago’s action might feel less surprise at the selfish view of 
the matter taken by that city. 

But other great cities have solved the sewage problem 
without sending their entire sewage product through ditches 
into the water supply fields of other cities. The Drainage Cana] 
is not an absolute necessity. : 

The danger to be apprehended will be all the more real to 
St. Loulsans from a consideration of Maj. Marshall's case. 
And they will also see from it that they have nothing to hope 
for from Chicago. If the wrong is to be prevented, St. Louis 
must rely on herself.

ARMEN SYLVA, the “Poet-Queen,” 
is one of the most picturesque fig- 
ures in Europe. ‘Carmen Sylva” is 
but a pen name, her real title being Queen 
Elizabeth of Roumania. Carmen Sylva was 
born 6&6 years ago to the rank of Princess 
of Wied. She wrote constantly, both in 
verse and in prose, from earliest childhood, 
and was of an extremely emotional, imag- 


inative temperament. In 1869 she married 
King Charles of Roumania. Her married 
life was not altogether happy; her quar- 
rels with her royal husband and her pe- 
cullar temperament giving rise to the re- 
current rumor that she was insane. Her 
romantic nature led her to advocate strong- 
ly a marriage between her son, the Crown 

rince Ferdinand, and one of her maids 
of honor. When her husband objected she 
threatened to leave him. 

Despite these foibles, Carmen Sylva’s lit- 
erary work has made her the idol of her 
people and she is one of the most popular 
writers of the day. 

Her book, ‘“‘Thoughts of a Queen,” has 
attracted widespread fame on account of 
its brilllancy and the audacity of the 
views advanced by the writer on love, sor- 
row, life and other topics.

JOE FLETCHERS HISTORY. 


St. Louis Cricket Club’s Ground Keeper 

Has a Most Interesting One. 
Probably very few of the Saturday after- 
noon spectators at the cricket games at 
Forest Park know anything about the pri- 
vate history of the man who is now occu- 
pying the position of ground man and in- 
structor to the club at the muniificent salary 
of $5) PS month. 

Joseph Creighton Fletcher, 
his full name, was born on July 29. 1857. 
His father is the head of the firm of 
Fletcher Sons & Co., Limited, of Man- 
chester, Engiand, one of the largest and 
best known cotton goods manufacturers in 
the Kingdom. . 

Joe's early days were spent at Holcomhe 
Lodge, the magnificent countrv home of 
the Fletcher family, surrounded by all 
that wealth and social position could afford, 
but at the age of 11 he left the old sod to 
visit an uncle in India, who was at that 
time judge of the Province of Lahore. 

For some reason or other the life did 
not sult young Joe, and he took passage 
at the age of 14 to Auckland, New Zea- 
land, remaining there until the year 1877, 
when he returned home and commenced 
Studies under a private tutor, the Rev. 
Archibald Egremont. His education up to 
this time, unfortunately, had been some- 
what neglected, but Joe improved wonder- 
fully under the reverend gentleman’s in- 
fluences, and became a first-class classical 
scholar. About this time he assumed 
fresh responsibilities in the shape of resi- 
dent agent for his father’s interests in 
liong Kong, China. 

The arduous duties and painful routine 
of a commercial life did not seem to suit 
him, and he again took passage for home 
and distinguished himself chiefly by his 
fearless riding after the hounds and his

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—A meeting will be

Atthe last meet- 
ing of the Harlem Regatta Association a 
committee of fiVe was appointed to begin 
the preliminary work and report ijater in 
the season. James Pilkington is chairman 
of the committee, and he has looked over 
every course in the vicinity which might be 
available for these races, and has concluded 
that the one along the Harlem River Speed- 
way possesses the best advantages.

Mr. Rector claims that he formed 4 part- 
nership with Stuart for the purpose of se- 
cur.ng pictures of the fight. He invented 
the apparatus and Stuart furnished part 
of the capital for the neces3sury experi- 
ments. 

Rector says that while there was no fcr- 
mail contract, it was agreed between therm 
that he was to receive one-quarter of the 
net receipts after Fitzsimmons and Cor- 
Fett had been taken care of. Stuart gave 
the men to understand that they formed a 
corporation, ‘but, as a maite* of fact, Dv 
such corporation existed when the agree- 
ment was signed. Stuart managed the en- 
tire affairs of the corporativun. 

He sold the right to use the pictures in 
various territories and received ail the pror- 
its from exh bitions. Mr. Rector says 
that by threatening to bring Stuart into 
court the fighters got about $0,000 three 
months after the contes:. Stuart was mace 
treasurer of the coinpany iit a salary of 
$75 a week and traveled wich the exhibi- 
tion. When Rector demanded his share of 
15 per cent of the receipts was told 
by Stuart that he had no interest in ihe 
corporation, and even if he had there Were 
no profits to divide, as all :he noney hac 
been expended in the interest of the con- 
cern among the Legisiatures «of various 
States. Mr. Rector said that Stuart had 
once admitted to him in ccnversation that 
the profits hac amounted to over 3120,000.

Of course, there 
will be much diseussion as to whether Me- 
Cue was guilty of crooked riding or wheth- 
er he was simply riding in poor form. lt 
seems almost incredibie that a boy with 
the prospects that McCue had should de- 
liberately throw them-“away by aoing 
crooked work. It <«eems as if jockeys w¢u-d 
never profit by the examples of those that 
have ridden before them. it is a matter 
of turf history that the boy who rides 
crooked invariably winds up very much 
to the bad, while the lad who is straight- 
forward and honest never loses the re- 
spect and confidence of those who. know 
him. The Jockey Club is a most conserva- 
tive body. In fact, it is too conservative, 
if anything. No reasons have beer ad- 
vanced for the decision in the McCue case, 
but there must have been strong evidence 
against the lad to induce the stewards to 
take such decisive action. McCue has 
certainly been riding very badly of late.

ALL HE NEEDS IS A CHANCE. 


Returned St. Louis Soldier Thinks Otis 
Should Be Made Military Gov- 
ernor of Philippines. 


Ja the opinion of Fred W. Fout, a Bt. 
Giuis man, just back from eervice in the 
‘Philippines, Gen, Otis should be put in 
command of that country ae Military Gov- 
Srnor, and elther Lawton or some active 
man be made the military chief In active 
warfare. He has great respect for Otis, 
but thinks that he has more than he can 
do, at present, and that a younger, more 
active and aggressive man should have 
command in the field. 

“Gen, Otis is one of the hardest working 
men in the service,” said Fout Friday. 
“Hie is at hie desk at 7:39 aiclock in the 
morning, and he stays there all day, till 6 
o'clock in the evening. And he hag his 
staff on duty with him: He devotes his 
time to the utmost details. He Is given 
much to that sort of thing, and another 
man would be better in active command 
of the fleld operations. Of course, Otis Is 
blamed for everything that happens now, 
and a great deal that does not happen. 
Tf he had the administrative power as 
Military Governor and some fighting gen- 
eral pushed the field operations, the war 
over there would not last long. 

“Many of the complaints from_ there 
the men who enlisted for six 
months after the end of the Spanish War. 
They heard that they were entitled to dis- 
charge, and they became homesick, and 
when a man is homesick he will do and 
gay many things that he will regret after- 
wards. But those men are being relieved 
rapidly now, and the ones who are taking 
their places are going out to fight, and I 
think things will be better hereafter. Three 
regiments of regulars were affected by this 
condition to the extent of two-thirds of

BLOCKADE OF STREET CARS. 


All the United Railway Lines Tied Up 
for an Hour—The Fire Did 
$1500 Damage. 


An early morning fire in the basement of 
the Luyties Homeopathic Pharmacy Co., 
306 North Broadwey, caused about §1500 
damage to the shipping department 

The fire in itself was not as important as 
its effect upcn the United Rallways Co. The 
hour was 7:30 o’clock, when every available 


car is. put in service to handle the rush 
downtown.

The 
fire so near Broadway and Olive street 
caused the DlockaGge that was needed to 
complete the utter discomfiture of the trav- 
eling public.

The 
Suburban, Union, Northern Central, South- 
ern Electric, Léndell and Union Depot cars 
were stranded on Sixth street. The Olive 
street cars were stalled. The Laclede cars 
took a new switch down Market instead 
ot coming down Olive. Passengers who were 
in a hurry, and that description fits nearly 
everybody at that time in the morning, 
had to leave their cars at all manner of 
out of the way places, Twelfth and Wash- 
ington avenue, Ninth?fand Pine, Eighth and 
Olive, Sixth and Locust, Broadway and 
Market, Sixth and Locust, and take the 
remaining value out of their nickels in 
walking, and arriving late at their places 
if business. 

The blockade on Broadway lasted half an 
hour.

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GUSSIE KRUGEL HAS HAD A 
STORMY CAREER. 


ARRESTED WHEN 11 YEARS OLD 


She Has Been Charged With All Sorts 
of Crimes, From Petty Larceny, 
to Murder. 


Though she is only 19 years old, Gussle 
Krugel, who was arrested in Last St. 
Louls, Thursday, by Detectives Schmidt 
und Caudle, and brought across the river 
to answer a charge of larceny, has a rec- 
ord that but few women thrice her age 
can equal. 

She has been In jail charged with steal- 
ing; she has been there on the charge of

Her parents’ name is Kranss and they 
live at 6321 Shaw avenue. Gussie first at- 
tained notoriety when she was only a tot 

ll years of age. Then she entered St. 
Liborius Church, at Hogan and North Mar.-. 
ket streets, and stole soms of the siiver 
service, 

Detective John Bambrick arrested her for 
this and she wae held as a prisoner for 
several days. The good priest could not 
bring himself to prosecute the mefe child 
and she was released. 

ler parents were so incensed at her ac- 
tions that she was sent .» ihe House of 
Refuge. The iron bars at this institution 
could not hold her and one night she tere 
her bed clothing into strips and escayved 
into the yard. She scaled the walls and 
made her way back to her usual haunts. 
She and Della McGarry were boon com- 
panions, and Gussie made her home w.th 
the McGarrys, near Fourteenth and O’Fal- 
lon streets. 

Gussie’s liberty was short lived. Near 
Thirteenth and Monroe streets was a cigar 
dealer, and Gussie ‘broke into the etore 
one hight and took cigars, valued at $200. 
Detective. Bambrick recovered the goods 
and arrested the girl. Again fortune fav- 
ored and the cigar dealer refused to prose- 
cute. 

Meantime, she and Delia McGarr - 
tinued to make history. They were \con. 
stantly together. One night Della McGarry 
concluded that life was not worth living 
and she swallowed a big dose of paris 
green. She confided in Gussie, and, through 
sympathy, Gussie followed Delia’s lead. 
City Hospital doctors saved the lives of the 
giris 

The next time Gussie was arrested the 
grave charge of murder was placed against 
her. A woman by the name of Lulu Tits- 
worth lived on O’Fallon street, between 
PFighth and Ninth etreets. The Titsworth 
woman accosted Gussie and asked her to 
carry her baby for a while. The women 
quarreled. Gussie struck the Titsworth 
woman a blow with her fist. The woman 
reeled and fell, When she was picked up 
life was extinct. Gussie was arrested, ana 
when the Coroner’s inquest was held it was 
found. Later Gussie was released, the 
courts finding that the Titsworth woman's 
neck was broken by the fall and not by the 
biow 


w. 

While in jail awaiting trial Gussie 
Krause sustained an injury that came near 

roving fatal. The jail authorities thought 

t was an attempt at suicide, but the girl 
declared it was an accident. She had 
climbed upon the shoulders of her cellmate 
and while standing cast herself to the steel 
floor. She was in a delicate condition at 
the time and a serious surgical operation 
was necessary to save her life. 

Twice in her 19 years has Gussie Krugel 
been married. Her first husband was John 
Willmer, who, with their little boy lives 
in Hermann, Mo. They are separated b 
divorce. Her last husband is John Krugel, 
a soldier who served ima¢he Cuban war. He 
was discharged last May, but did not meet 
his wife until the night of her arrest. {

| TRANSFORMATION OF THE 


GRAND OPERA HOUSE. 


BRILLIANT COLOR SCHEME. 


Manager Tate Saw His First Theatric- 
al Performance in the House He 
Will Now Manage. 


When the several thousand men invited 
to attend the informal opening of the New 
Grand Opera House to-night enter the foy- 
er they will find a new decorative scheme. 

For weeks a ‘big force of men has been 
at work on the building, and the interior

The color scheme is gold and rose and 
everything is lighter than it formerly was.
